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Task Force arrests two Irvine men 


Locals spotted leaving drug house in Indiana, traffic stop reveals large amount of heroin

A Richmond, Indiana 
news website, pal-item.com, 
has reported that Jeffrey 
T. Woolery, 47, and Farrell 
Marcum, 50, both of Irvine, 
were arrested last week in 
Indiana. 

The arrests were made 
during an on-going 
investigation by the Wayne 
County Drug Task Force into 
heroin distribution in the 
Richmond area. 

Sgt. Jamie Mastriano with 


the Task Force said the men 
were seen leaving one of the 
“local drug houses.” 

The arrests 
were made 
after officers 
stopped 
a vehicle 
driven by 
Woolery. 

A K-9 unit 
alerted 
police to the 
presence of 
narcotics, and 
a search revealed a “large 
amount of heroin” inside 


the vehicle, according to the 
media release from the Task 
Force.

Woolery was arrested for 
Possession of Heroin, a class 
A felony, 
and Dealing 
Heroin, also a 
class A felony. 

Marcum 
was 
arrested for 
Possession of 
a Controlled 
Substance, 
a Class D 
felony.

Shooter 
runs, victim 
flown to 
hospital

A shooting at 2655 Miller’s 
Creek Road sends one man 
to the hospital and another 
running for the woods. 

According to police 
reports, Robert Clinton 
Kelly, 51, of 2655 Millers 
Creek, intentionally caused 
serious physical injury to 
Jonathon Winkler, of 15 
Stone Fox Lane, Ravenna, 
when he pointed a 12-gauge 
shotgun at Winklers head 
and fired it at him. He 
also reportedly wantonly 
endangered the lives of 
Jonathon Winkler, Wendy 
Winkler, and Debra Kelley 
by pointing the gun at them. 

The incident happened 
at a home near the Miller’s 
Creek railroad crossing at 
approximately 8 o’clock in 
the evening on Sat. May 10. 

Winkler was taken to 
Marcum and Wallace 
Memorial Hospital by 
private vehicle, then flown 
to UK hospital with non 
life-threatening injuries. 

Deputy Farthing stated 
that after he was dispatched

Car crash 
claims life 
of woman

A car accident occurred 
near Patricks grocery on 
Winchester Road Friday 
afternoon that claimed 
the life of an Estill County 
woman. 

According to a report 
filed in the sheriff’s office, 
a 2002 Ford Ranger driven 
driven by Lula Lutes was 
traveling south when it 
left the roadway on the 
right side, traveled over an 
embankment and hit a tree. 

The sheriff’s report stated 
that Lutes thought she fell 
asleep. A passenger, Ora Lee 
Blackson-Thomas, 84, was 
transported to Marcum and 
Wallace Memorial Hospital 
for treatment, but she was 
pronounced dead a short 
time later. 

The truck was owned by 
Tim Bowles, of 1870 White 
Oak Road.

Bicknell said she is excited 
to work with the Homemaker 
clubs, but she says her job 
will extend beyond topics 
associated with traditional 
homemaking. 

Sparrow spoke of the 
FCA’s responsibility to the 
community during the 
meeting, including the 
need to provide educational 
opportunities and materials. 

The University’s extension 
website states the primary 
role of an extension agent is 
educational programming 


about “making healthy 
choices, nurturing families, 
embracing life as you age, 
securing financial stability, 
promoting healthy homes 
and communities, accessing 
nutritious food, and 
empowering community 
leaders.” 

Bicknell graduated on May 
4 from Berea College with 
a Bachelor of Arts in Child 
and Family studies, and the 
equivalency of minors in 
Appalachian Studies and 
Health Studies. 

She will be stepping into her 
new role at the first of June. 

Bicknell said she is “so 
excited” to begin her new 
position, and she is grateful 
to have the opportunity to 
make a difference in her 
hometown.

Each Class A felony 
conviction carries a possible 
sentence of 20 to 50 years in 
prison, and a Class D felony 
conviction could result in a six 
month to three year sentence. 
Each felony conviction 
carries a maximum $10,000 
fine.

The manager said she had 
noticed Brinegar filling the 
shopping cart while walking 
through the store. She later 
noticed that Brinegar’s cart 
was almost empty, while her 
purse suddenly appeared to 
be very full. 

While Brinegar was paying 
for a single Coke at the 
register, Hensley approached 
her. He noticed her 13-year 
old sister walking out the 
front door carrying a large

Several local 
are at stake, as well as some 
important national ones. 

The race between 
incumbent Senator Mitch 
McConnell and Matt Bevin 
is one of the most hotly 
contested ones as candidates 
vie for the Republican 
Party’s nomination for 
United States Senator. 

Locally, magistrates, 
constables, the county-judge 
executive, sheriff and circuit 
judge primary candidates 
will be chosen. 

The polls open Tuesday 
morning at 6 a.m. and close 
at 6 p.m. and all voting 
locations remain the same as 
last election’s. 

Estill County Clerk Sherry 
Fox said courthouse offices 
will be closed for regular 
business transactions on 
Tuesday.

The Ravenna City Council 
breezed through their 
agenda without much ado on 
Monday night. 

The financial report was 
the first item to go to vote. 
Councilman William Van 
Cleve inquired about House 
Bill 413, and Ravenna City 
Clerk Susan Lay said it 
pertains to court fees from 
the state. The financial report 
was then approved, with Van 
Cleve abstaining. 

Ken White provided 
a detailed police report 
that stated 65 calls were 
made during the month 
of April by the Ravenna 
Police Department. The 
police report was approved 
unanimously. 

David Harvey said no calls 
were made in April to fires. 
He did say that the ISO 
ratings had been returned 
and that they would remain 
at five for the city of Ravenna. 
He said the insurance 
services evaluated insurance 
premiums, equipment, 

manpower, hydrants, 

training, etc. to come up with 
the ratings. 

No change in the ratings 
means no change in the 
insurance premiums. Harvey

to see the contents. She pulled 
49 items from her purse 
that still had Dollar General 
tags on them. Brinegar told 
Hensley she was trying to 
help her family out. 

Brinegar s mother, Doris 
Brinegar, was in the vehicle 
outside. When Hensley 


said, “The cost to take us 
any further would be quite a 
bit,” adding that the city will 
continue to try to improve the 
rating as they can afford to. 

Councilman Van Cleve 
inquired about renewing 
the school resource officer 
contract, and City Clerk Lay 
said she had a proposal ready 
to submit. 

Van Cleve said the school 
board should foot a larger 
percentage of the SRO’s 
salary. 

“I think they should pay 
about $4,500 more,” he 
said, noting that the city of 
Ravenna pays for a larger 
amount of service for the 
officer than does the school 
system, while receiving less in 
service hours. 

Van Cleve said he has 
no desire to get rid of the 
position, but he said he 
doesn’t think the city can 
afford to pay at the rate they 
have been. 

Van Cleve also 

recommended that the city 
switch phone companies. He 
said he spoke with someone 
from Irvine Community 
Television who said the city 
can acquire services through 
them for $40 a month, instead 
of the $ 150 they currently pay. 

In other business, the 
holiday calendar was revised

He said he would 
try to contact Columbia Gas 
to see if they can bring a 
training to Estill County to 
further improve services. 

City officials expressed 
gratitude that the issue was 
resolved without incident.

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Grand jury returns long list of indictments, 
trafficking charges among them 


Several indictments were 
returned in Estill Circuit 
Court last week by the Grand 
Jury 

Co-defendents Justin 
Shearer and Michael Miller 
faced several charges that 
allegedly occurred on March 
7, 2014. 

Shearer, 26, of 1070 Old 
Fox Road, was charged with 
second degree burglary 
for entering 532 Cantrill 
Street with the intention of 
committing a crime, a class 
C felony 

Michael Miller , also 26, 
of 32 Jacqueline Court, was 
charged with facilitation 
to burglary, second degree, 
for aiding Shearer in the 
burglary. Both defendants 
were charged with receiving 
stolen property under 
$10,000 for selling items that 
had been taken from the 
residence to a third party, 
which is a class C felony. 

Shearer was also charged 
with criminal possession of 
a forged instrument, second 
degree, for possessing forged 
Kentucky citation with intent 
to defraud another person, a 
class D felony.

There are all kinds of programs involved with the Department of High¬ 
ways and Kentucky Pride could utilize inmates. This would put them to 
work and help offset the cost of housing them. Running the jail is a huge 
financial drain on the county and we need to work to find ways to low¬ 
er costs and bring in revenue. With the use of inmate labor, we could 
accomplish this. There are plenty of things that need to be done in the 
county so let’s put the inmates to doing some of this work. 

The running of a jail is similar to the running of a business. You have 
to be fiscally responsible and insure the safety of the staff and of the in¬ 
mates. Policies need to be established and procedures need to be fol¬ 
lowed. The jail needs to be run in such a way that is fair to all of our 
inmates but firm in their treatment, because there is a reason they are 
there in the first place.

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To vote or not to vote-that’s a question

Some of my libertarian friends become 
annoyed when this column addresses low 
voter turnouts. “Not voting is a vote,” riled- 
up responders declare. 

True. For that reason, I don’t support 
mandatory voting laws - a political staple in 
some nations. 

The hyped-up concerns that Americas 
turnout in national elections is lower than 
most other comparator countries don’t 
warrant even a blip on my worry radar. 

Requiring citizens to vote or face a fine - 
as some countries do - increases turnout. 
However, it hardly guarantees election of 
the best candidates or approval of sound 
policies. 

Still, how can we not be concerned that a 
minority of voters often determine elections? 

Perhaps the voting challenged among us 
fails to grasp the consequences of decisions 
made by those who do take office. 

Kentucky, after all, has paid a high price 
for electing too many politicians who refuse 
to implement policies needed to effectively 
compete with other states for genuine 
economic growth. 

We can’t definitively answer how many 
Toyota headquarters would have located 
in Kentucky had our policymakers - like 
those in Texas - offered the kind of inspiring 
free-market vision that brightens its citizens’ 
prospects for the future. It’s likely, however, 
that our commonwealth would not have 
one of the highest unemployment rates and 


The United Nations recently released a 
2,000-plus-page report on climate change 
with a straightforward conclusion — global 
temperatures are rising, and human activity is the 
primary cause. 

The report’s 259 authors warn that catastrophic 
heat waves, droughts, and floods will grow more 
common unless governments take steps to limit 
greenhouse gas emissions. But there are serious 
political limits to what governments can do — 
especially with the global economy flagging. 

Fortunately, some private firms are picking 
up the slack -- even notorious emitters like 
manufacturers. But if were to solve the climate 
change problem, more businesses worldwide will 
need to join them — and voluntarily reduce their 
own carbon emissions. 

Make no mistake — the time for action is now. 
In May, scientists at the National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration reported that the 
concentration of carbon in the earth’s atmosphere 
had reached record-high levels. The American 
Meteorological Association recently noted that 
2012 was one of the 10 warmest years on record. 

But those findings are unlikely to move many 
governments to action. According to Alden 
Meyer, an environmental policy expert at the 
Union of Concerned Scientists, the IPCC’s 
latest assessment “would not be a huge shot of 


an education system where only one out of 
three public-school students are proficient 
readers. 

Would Kentucky have ended its lucrative 
pension system for longtime politicians 
if more than 412,000 of the 2.9 million 
registered voters - only 14 percent - had 
weighed in during the last primary election? 
Could it be that Kentuckians would now enjoy 
school choice or better job opportunities 
if some of the 1.2 million registered voters 
who bypassed the state’s previous General 
Election had showed up? 

We must at least allow for the possibility. 

My libertarian colleagues argue that 
a higher voter turnout could worsen 
conditions - especially if those turning out 
are ill-informed. 

“Contrary to the folklore of democratic 
health, low turnout can signal social 
solidarity, reflect real civic virtue, and 
even make democracy work better,” Will 
Wilkinson, a former research fellow at 
the Cato Institute, once wrote in an article 
entitled “Thank You for Not Voting” about a 
Canadian federal election that produced that 
nation’s lowest voter turnout in history. 

“So when turnout drops, it tends to 
leave the pool of remaining voters with an 
improved average level of political knowledge 
and policy know-how,” Wilkinson writes. “If 
well-informed voters have a better picture of 
the candidate or party most likely to promote 
the general welfare, then especially high 
turnout can actually tilt an election away 
from the better choice, leaving everyone a 
bit worse off.” 


adrenalin” for governments to reduce carbon 
emissions. 

Many private firms aren’t waiting for the 
government to take the lead on emissions 
reduction. And the companies that are doing 
the most to reduce emissions are those who 
contributed the most in the first place — 
manufacturers. 

It’s now widely understood that the Industrial 
Revolution was a turning point in our planet’s 
history, causing carbon emissions to rise by one- 
third. More recently, the rapid development of 
manufacturing industries in emerging economies 
like China, India, and Brazil has proven to be a 
key driver of emissions. 

But, as the Center for American Progress points 
out in a new report, the manufacturing sector 
today “is actually vital to the process of building a 
low-carbon economy.” 

Consider Unilever, one of the world’s largest 
consumer-goods companies. Between 2008 and 
2012, the firm reduced its carbon emissions from 
manufacturing by 838,000 tons. It plans to open 
seven new eco-efficient factories this year. 

Hewlett Packard has reduced the carbon 
footprint of the plastic in its printer cartridges by 
33 percent by switching to what it calls a “closed 
loop” recycling process. 

At my company, KI Furniture, we’ve dramatically 


That’s a compelling argument suited 
especially for national elections. 

After all, could we as a nation be much 
worse off had “the flakiest voters,” as 
Wilkinson referred to the “least motivated” 
participants, stayed home during the last 
two presidential elections that had some of 
the largest turnouts in modern times? 

But we need a different * argument de vente 
*when it comes to state and local elections. 
Too few turning out in those elections has 
left Kentucky “worse off.” 

Was Kentucky better off with former 
Democratic Rep. John Arnold, D-Sturgis, 
getting elected 10 times in the House 
where he did little, if anything, of 
significance for his constituents other than 
sexually harass legislative 
aids for years for which he’s been 
reprimanded and fined by the state 
Legislative Ethics Commission? 

Did only 4,427 of the 19,399 registered 
voters in Arnold’s Seventh District bothering 
to turn out to vote in his last primary make 
Kentucky better off? 

Did Arnold winning by five single votes 
in the 2012 general election make Kentucky 
better off? 

No more than you will by bypassing the 
voting booth on May 20.

cut the amount of waste that we produce. Between 
2011 and 2012, we diverted more than 500,000 
pounds of waste from landfills and reduced our 
materials usage by more than 6 percent. 

Innovative materials are also helping 
manufacturers shrink their carbon footprints in 
ways that weren’t possible just a few years ago. 

For instance, Irvine, California-based start-up 
Newlight Technologies has developed AirCarbon 
— a material derived from recycled greenhouse 
gases. The manufacturing process takes methane 
and carbon dioxide out of the atmosphere and 
transforms them into durable plastic. The entire 
process is carbon negative — it actually reduces 
the amount of carbon in the atmosphere. 

The trend toward environmental consciousness 
is catching on. A recent report from HSBC 
found that 84 percent of the world’s largest 
companies have emissions targets. This might 
help explain why the total carbon emissions of 42 
industrialized nations actually fell in 2011. 

The only way that such efforts will have a 
significant effect on climate change is if more 
businesses join in the cause. Public policy alone 
won’t be enough. It’s the responsibility of carbon- 
emitting enterprises to do their part in preserving 
our planet.

He helped establish and implement the 
“Drug Court” system when it began a few years 
ago, to try to give the participants of drug court 
another opportunity for success. One of the 
times I remember best about him giving a second 
chance was to a former deputy that had already 
failed out of the academy of training. The sheriff 
arranged for him to go back two more times to 
receive the required training, but due to personal 
issues the deputy didn’t complete the training 
these times either. Gary believes that if a person 
is willing to keep trying the opportunity should 
be given. 

Gary has also given back to the community 
and to various organizations and people such 
as ball teams, school functions and buying 
Christmas for families that are less fortunate. I 
have witnessed him getting out his wallet to give 
money to a person that is in need on numerous 
occasions.

When I walked out of my front 
door this morning, I saw a sight 
that brought back a memory of over 
75 years. There by my front door 
where I had transplanted them over 
fifty years ago were the tiny pointed 
heads of “The Jack-in the Pulpit.” 

When they break through the 
moist and sometimes still cool 
ground, they are my sign that spring 
is truly here. It tells me that I have 
survived another winter and that, 
“Lord willing,” I will be able to enjoy 
another season of beautiful green 
and flowering plants. 

In one of our many ventures into 
the woods behind our house in 
the Sweet Springs Addition, my 
mother and I had found these 
plants, and of course, we had to 
bring them home with us. If you 
have never experienced the sight of 
Jack standing behind the pulpit you 
have missed something that you will 
never experience in any other plant. 
In many ways, God shows us his 


handiwork, and if we will only look, 
he will show us that he truly exists. 
If you cannot see the real plant, then 
at least look at a picture or come 
to my house about the middle of 
May, and you will be in awe at what 
you see on the left-hand side of the 
sidewalk, just before you step up on 
my front porch. 

When they make their appearance 
each spring, they are another 
reminder of days gone by. The dirt 
is not as moist as it should be, but 
at least I can enjoy them for a short 
time and no matter how hot it gets, 
thankfully they always come back 
again the next year. They are very 
hardy and they fight to survive. 

My mother was the original nature 
girl. She was raised in Lee County 
and spent a big part of her life in the 
woods harvesting anything that was 
edible or medicinal. Her life was 
really no different from most young 
girls in the early nineteen hundreds. 

Everyone lived off the land as much 
as they could. She knew every plant 
and its medicinal properties. Her 
knowledge of nature, and what it 
had to offer was partly what helped 
us make it through the Depression. 
We picked wild greens as soon as 
they sprouted and they were a main 
part of our meals. Nuts and berries 
were plentiful in the woods and 
we tried to harvest as many as we 
could. Lye soap was the only thing 
that would remove the walnut stain 
after hulling and cracking the black 
walnuts. 

Mother boiled the red Sassafras 
roots every spring, and after 
sweetening it with honey she 
insisted that we all drink it as a 
“spring tonic.” It not only tasted 


good, but it was good for you. 

She loved rocks, and she inquired 
around until she finally found a man 
who was willing to bring her agate 
and beautiful rocks at a fair price of 
a nickel or sometimes a dime for the 
bigger ones. 

At one time we had a rock garden 
on the shady side of the house. We 
dug wild flowers and planted them 
among the rocks. Together, we dug 
up our first Jack- In- The- Pulpit and 
planted it in the dampest part of the 
rock garden. We brought wild ferns 
from the woods and planted them 
on the shady side of the house. The 
bloodroot and trillium grew fast 
and the blooms were beautiful. 

The Lady Slipper was hard to get 
started but we kept on trying every 
time we were lucky enough to find 
one in the deeper part of the woods. 
In the spring, we always potted one 
of the ferns and put it on the front 
porch. Mother had a big bed of 
poppies, and in later years I was 
lucky enough to transplant some of 
the poppies to my home in Ravenna 
before they were all destroyed. They 
have thrived and spread and still 
bloom every year. The sad part is 
that the beautiful bloom only lasts 
for one day, and then it wilts away 
and is gone forever. Most every 
thing else that she planted has been 
mowed down so many times that 
they are non-existent today. 

All the beautiful rocks have 
disappeared except for one which 
luckily one of my nieces took home 
with her to California. My mother 
had a green thumb and she had 
every flower imaginable and she 
always shared with anyone who 
wanted to start them in their own 



garden. Miraculously, the walnut 
tree still grows in the back yard at 
the home place on Elizabeth Street 
and produces every year. 

When the weather was so hot that 
we could hardly stand it, we went 
to the Sweet Lick Creek and cooled 
off in the deep pools of cool water. 
There was no such thing as an in- 
ground swimming pool in Irvine, 
so we were the lucky ones, because 
we were close to the creek. Every 
once in a while we would see a little 
snake or be bitten by a crawfish. 
We seined minnows for fishing 
and chased the turtles off the banks 
and into the water. If we found a 
terrapin, we always took it home 
and painted the shell and then let 
it go again. We kept hoping they 
would stay around the house but 
they always disappeared. They were 
travelers and were not meant to be 
kept in one spot for long. 

Life was good and uncomplicated. 


The stress was minimal and the 
greatest blessing was we were a 
happy family. Daddy would sit on 
the bank and stick his toes in the 
water and act like he might jump in 
at any moment, but he never did. 

While we played in the creek, 
daddy would open a jar of mammas 
homemade jam and put it on the 
corn bread that she had made before 
we left home. Momma always 
brought real lemonade and cooled 
it in the creek and we would have a 
grand ole picnic. 

That might sound boring to a 
lot of you today, but for us it was 
family time and it served to bond 
us forever. Make time to bond with 
your family and capture every family 
story. These precious memories will 
be there for you in later years and 
give you comfort when you need 
them the most.

The proposed merger 
between the cities of Irvine 
and Ravenna was discussed 
in Monday nights Irvine City 
Council meeting. 

The merger will be on the 
ballot in the general election 
during November. 

Jim Walters, a guest at 
the meeting, asked about 
the proposed merger with 
Ravenna. “If it happens, will 
the city of Irvine have cheaper 
tax and insurance rates?” 

Irvine Fire Chief Tony 
Murphy said he is “ 100 percent 
for it [the merger],” and he 
said insurance premiums will 
go down because residents of 
Ravenna would then have 24- 
hour fire protection. 

He added that someone 
is “going around Ravenna” 
saying that the city should 
vote against the merger 
with Irvine and “go with the 
county,” so they wont have to 
pay as much in taxes. 

Murphy said people are still 
going to have to pay taxes 
wherever they live. 

Walters suggested “selling” 
or “marketing” the idea to the 
people. 

Councilman Tommy Bryant 
said, “I never want to take 
Ravenna over. I want to let 
them know, it’s not going to 
be a shut-out deal.” 

Mayor Farmer said the city 
would accept Ravenna “with 
open arms,” but he said, “We 
don’t want to force it.” 

In other matters, guest Mary 
Nordmyer asked the council 
to close the alley between 
her property and the Shearer 
place. She explained that she 
has worked hard to clean the 
alley up, and that it has not 
been used in the 14 years she 


talks of 

has lived there. 

City Attorney Rodney Davis 
said he doesn’t know if the 
city has the power to close 
the alley, because it’s unclear 
whether the city actually owns 
the alley or not, but he said he 
will check into it. 

Davis also said he is 
continuing to check on the 
boundaries of the city map. 
He said he has spoken with 
the Secretary of State’s Land 
Office, who sent copies of 
maps from as far back as 1972. 

Davis said those records 
show boundaries very similar 
to the ones in the current map 
under discussion. He said he 
asked for records from the 
archives that go back further 
than ‘72, but it could take a 
month for that information to 
arrive. 

Councilman Tommy Bryant 
said the Twin City Kruzers 
had their first cruise of the 
year last Saturday.

In his monthly report, 
Mayor Ernest Farmer said 
that favorable weather helped 
this year’s Mushroom Festival 
to be one of the best in recent 
years. 

He also said the “church on 
Church Street is gone.” 

Farmer announced that 
there will be no garbage pick¬ 
up on Memorial Day, and City 
Hall will be closed on May 26. 

He said the council is still 
seeking people to serve on 
the planning and zoning 
board. Walters asked what 
the official procedure is for 
appointing someone to that 
board. The mayor said the 
council needs names then will 
make recommendations and 
bring the matter to vote.

Kentucky, April 28- Average 
retail gasoline prices in 
Kentucky have fallen 2.7 
cents per gallon in the past 
week, averaging $3.70/g 
yesterday, according to 
GasBuddys daily survey 
of 2,623 gas outlets in 
Kentucky. This compares 


Kentucky. This compares 
with the 

national average that has 
increased 2.5 cents per 
gallon in the last week to 
$3.65/g, according to 
gasoline price website 
GasBuddy.com. 

Including the change in gas 
prices in Kentucky during 
the past week, prices 
yesterday were 21.2 cents 
per gallon higher than the 
same day one year ago and 
are 10.2 cents per gallon 
higher than a month ago. 
The national average has 
increased 12.9 cents per 
gallon during the last month 
and stands 16.5 cents per 
gallon higher than this day 
one year ago. 

“While the national average 
has risen for the 12th straight 
week, it is likely nearing a 
peak,” said GasBuddy.com 
Senior Petroleum Analyst 
Patrick DeHaan. “Gas price 
increases have continued 
since early February but 
are likely nearing an end 
as oil refineries conclude 
seasonal maintenance, 
and the switchover to 
summer gasoline is nearing 
completion. Meanwhile, oil 
inventories are at their 
highest ever level as rep orte d 
by the Energy Information 
Administration, which cited 
crude oil stocks at a record 
high of 397.7 million barrels, 
which should help propel 
oil prices lower in coming 
weeks as some storage 
facilities near 

capacity. For motorists, the 
peak to retail gasoline prices 
is likely very near, 
with some relief to follow 
in coming weeks as pressure 
eases on factors that drive 
gasoline prices, “ DeHaan 
said.

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Making quality hay

Hay is the most common 
form of stored animal feed 
on farms. Therefore, it is 
important to understand the 
factors that affect hay quality. 

Of all factors that affect hay 
quality, stage of maturity 
when harvested is the most 
important. As legumes and 
grasses go from the vegetative 
to the reproductive (seed) 
stage, they become higher 
in fiber and lignin content 


and lower in protein content, 
animal digestibility, and 
animal acceptance. It is 
important to harvest forages 
at the optimum stage of 
maturity. 

The most common forage 
crops and time of harvest 
based upon maturity are as 
follows: 1) Alfalfa- bud stage 
for the first cutting, one-tenth 
bloom for remaining cuttings. 
For spring seedings, allow the 
first cutting to reach mid to 
full bloom; 2) Red Clover- 
early bloom; 3) Orchardgrass, 
Timothy, & Tall Fescue- 
boot to early head stage for 
first cut, aftermath cuts at 
4-6 week intervals; 4) Oats, 
Barley, Wheat- boot to 
early head stage; 5) Annual 
Lespedeza- early bloom 
before the lower leaves fall; 
and 6) Sudangrass, Sorghum- 
Sudangrass Hybrids, & Pearl 
Millet- height of 30-40 inches. 

Another factor impacting 
hay quality is the curing and 
handling conditions. After 
mowing, poor weather and 
handling conditions can 


lower quality. Rain can cause 
leaf loss and leach nutrients 
form the plant during curing. 
Sunlight can lower hay 
quality through bleaching 
and reducing the Vitamin A 
content. Raking or tedding 
dry, brittle hay can cause 
excessive leaf loss. Since leaves 
are of higher quality than 
stems, we need to reduce leaf 
losses. You can avoid reduced 
quality by crushing stems 
(conditioning) at the time 
of mowing. Conditioning 
helps cure the crop one or 
more days quicker than no 
conditioning. Also, raking 
or tedding when the hay is 
moist (40% moisture) and 
baling before hay is too dry 
(less than 15% moisture) can 
reduce leaf losses.

Quota Elk hunt drawing results available 


Results of the 2014 Kentucky quota elk 
hunt drawing will be available online at 
fw.ky.gov beginning Thursday, May 8. 

The Commonwealth Office of 
Technology recently performed an 
independent drawing to determine the 
winners and the type of permit each 
successful applicant would receive. 
Kentucky will issue 1,000 general and 
10 youth quota elk hunting permits this 
year. 

Applicants must provide their 19-digit 
confirmation number or their social 
security number and birth date to see 
whether they were drawn. 

Kentucky has a national reputation 
for elk hunting because the state 
maintains the largest herd east of the 
Rocky Mountains and hunters enjoy 
high success rates. Nearly 90 percent of 
hunters with a gun permit for bulls took 
their elk last season. 

Elk hunting in Kentucky continues to 
draw national and international interest. 
The Kentucky Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources received 69,191 
applications from 38,935 people as far 
away as Hawaii, Vermont, Texas, Alaska, 
Florida and Canada prior to the April 30 
deadline. 

Those drawn for an elk hunt will 


receive an information packet from the 
department with a list of guides and 
tips for selecting a hunting area. The 
department does not endorse guides 
or act as a guide service. Hunters are 
responsible for finding their hunting 
location. 

Kentucky’s elk zone is split into five 
different areas, including two at-large 
areas and three limited entry areas 
(LEAs). To help spread out pressure, 
the number of hunters on each area is 
controlled. Hunters have until midnight 
July 4 to apply for a hunting area. Results 
will be posted online by July 18. 

The department’s website also contains 
a wealth of information for hunters. 

Each area includes public land open for 
hunting. Since not all public lands have 
elk, hunters should look up elk harvest 
results from previous years to help guide 
their decision on where to apply. 

Hunters should note that all or part 
of two wildlife management areas 
(WMAs) have been designated as Active 
Restoration Areas and will be off-limits 
to elk hunting this year. The areas 
include all of Fishtrap WMA in Pike 
County and the southernmost tract of 
Corrigan WMA in Bell County. 


Kentucky Afield 0utdoors:Leave young 
wildlife alone at this time of year 


FRANKFORT, Ky. - It is a demonstration of the best 
traits of the human race, but can end in error. 

At this time of year, people see young wildlife 
seemingly abandoned by their parents. Deer fawns left 
alone in a grassy field. Baby birds that fall from their 
nests, seemingly helpless in your backyard. 

These events bring out the compassion that marks 
some of the better angels of human nature. People want 
to help the animals they feel are in danger. Their help 
is often a curse instead of a blessing. Humans are no 
substitute for natural parents. 

“Baby birds, when they leave the nest, they look young 
and defenseless,” said Kate Heyden, avian biologist 
for the Kentucky Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. “They really are not abandoned. They 
are still being cared for by their parents. They look 
awkward, but they spend some time on the ground 
before they can fly.” 

Heyden said if a landowner finds a bird fallen from 
a nest that lacks feathers and seems naked, you may 
want to call a wildlife rehabilitator, as this bird likely 
fell out of the nest prematurely. Birds that leave the nest 
at the proper time do have feathers. Most songbirds are 
protected by federal law. 

“It is illegal to keep a baby bird and raise it in your 
home,” Heyden said. “It is also not a good idea.” 

To find a list of wildlife rehabilitators, go to Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife’s webpage at fw.ky.gov and click on the 
“Wildlife” tab, then “Injured and Orphaned Wildlife.” 

Robins often make nests in unusual places at this 
time of year. They may nest on top of porch lights, the 
crook where the gutter downspout meets the house or 
on or in a child’s play set in the backyard. This alarms 
homeowners. 

“Just leave them alone and the nest won’t hurt 
anything,” Heyden said. “For most songbirds, you are 
talking about a month for the whole breeding cycle.” 

Observe nests from a distance and don’t touch nests or 
eggs. This may cause the parents to abandon the nest. 

Landowners often find white-tailed deer fawns in the 
coming weeks while mowing fields or people see them 
at the edge of the woods by themselves. The mother is 
nowhere to be found. 

“Leave the fawn alone, they’ve not been orphaned 
or abandoned,” said Gabe Jenkins, deer biologist for 
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Kentucky Fish and Wildlife. “The mother is close by.” 

If a threatening presence comes close to the fawns, the 
mother will run off to draw the danger toward her and 
away from her fawns. Newborn deer stay bedded in tall 
weeds or grass for the first few weeks of life until strong 
enough to keep up with their mother. 

“If you are forced to move a fawn while mowing a field, 
set the fawn off in the tall weeds where it can hide,” 
Jenkins recommended. “The mother will return in the 
evening. Fawns are almost scentless and their spots 
help them hide in the weeds.” 

People often find rabbit nests in overgrown areas of 
their yards at this time of year. Again, the best advice is 
to leave the nest and the young alone. Similar to white¬ 
tailed deer, the mother is close by and only visits the 
nest in the low light periods of early morning and dusk 
to feed the young. This avoids drawing predators to the 
nest. 

The newborn rabbits stay in the nest from two to 
three weeks before they start eating green plants and 
leave. Keep away from the nest and don’t take the young 
rabbits as pets. 

If you find young wildlife over the next several weeks, 
leave them alone and let nature take its course. Wildlife 
for millennia successfully reared and raised young 
without human intervention.

When I was growing 
up, Memorial Day was 
celebrated by gathering at 
the family cemeteries and 
decorating the graves with 
handmade flowers formed 
from wire and crepe paper. 


They were very pretty 
colors and inexpensive to 
make. 

Some folks picked fresh 
bouquets from their yards 
to decorate with, or better 
yet, they would plant live 
rose bushes that would 
bloom every year, or other 
kinds of flowers. 

The most memorable 
part was the graveyard 
church services they had 
with singing, praying, and 
preaching with dinner on 
the ground. 

The Marcum Cemetery is 
the largest one in the Drip 
Rock neighborhood, and 
it used to have large oak 


trees growing there, but 
later they were cut down 
and the stumps removed 
and grass sowed. Now it 
is a beautiful, well-kept 
cemetery and is right on 
top of the mountain. 

My parents are buried 
there, as well as my 
maternal grandmother 
and a favorite uncle, along 
with many friends and 
neighbors from over the 
years. 

The women and girls 
always looked forward to 
getting a new dress every 
year to wear to May meetin.

They spread tablecloths 
out beside the road and 
everyone had to stoop way 
down to fill their plates. 

Later, tables were built 
beside the cemetery. 

Nowadays, they don’t 


have dinners and the 
tables are gone, but we still 
have church services. I 
attend every year, and the 
graves look beautiful, and 
I remember those who are 
buried there. Its nice to sit 
there on a folding chair and 
listen to beautiful singing 
of songs and preaching 
about resurrection day 
when all the graves will 
burst open at the second 
coming of Jesus Christ, 
and those who have died as 
a believer will arise to meet 
Him in the air, ever to be 
with Him (1 Thessalonians 
16 and 17). 

Death and burial of our 


loved ones seems so final, 
but it is not because Jesus 
Christ arose from the 
grave and was victorious 
over death, hell and the 
grave, and He is alive 
forevermore. 

Lets all remember the 
veterans who have served, 
and who have given their 
lives for our country to still 
be free and those who are 
serving now.

Immunologist’s Tips for Surviving 
“Pollen Vortex 1” and “Pollen Vortex 2” 


Dr Joan Lelach says ragweed pollen will 
likely join grass pollen to create a second 
Pollen Vortex for allergy sufferers this 
summer 

Allergy sufferers hoping to survive a perfect 
storm of elevated tree and grass pollen 
during the next several weeks, aka the “pollen 
vortex,” need to prepare for a second wave 
of overlapping allergens coming later this 
summer, according to a leading immunologist. 
“Nobody’s talking about this yet, but based on 
the way the climate has been behaving, were 
likely to experience a second pollen vortex 
when the grass pollen and the ragweed pollen 
begin to overlap, starting late July and August,” 
says Dr. Joan Lehach, an integrative medicine 
physician specializing in allergy, asthma and 
clinical immunology at Montefiore Medical 
Center in New York. “Because ragweed pollen 
creates such a strong allergic reaction, many 
people are going to get really sick, much worse 
than with pollen vortex 1, when these two 
pollens overlap.” 

Dr. Lehach offers a few suggestions on how 
those with pollen allergies can breathe a bit 
easier during the next few months and survive 
pollen vortex 1 and pollen vortex 2: 

• If you live in a suburban area, keep your 
grass short and have someone else mow it. 
If you are going to do yard duty, wear a well¬ 
fitting allergy mask. 

• Do not hang your wash to dry outside, 
because, pollen bonds to fabric, like your bed 
sheets and T-shirts, and that pollen on the 
fabric will have you sneezing and wheezing all 
day and all night. 

• Pollen counts are the highest very early in 
the morning, between 5-and 10-a.m., so if you 
do outdoor activities like jogging, it is better 
to jog in the evening or after 10 a.m. 

• Rootology, a mixture of Chinese herbs, 
can be used to restore free breathing and 
reestablish nasal-and-sinus health in less 
than 20 minutes. I recommend that my 
patients take two capsules of this fast-acting 



supplement whenever pollen counts rise to 
uncomfortable levels. Rootology can be taken 
along with your current allergy meds to boost 
their effectiveness. 

• Pollen tends to stick to hair, so wash your 
hair more frequently during pollen season. 

• Keep your car windows and your windows 
at home closed and put the air conditioner 
on. Use the re-circulate’ button on your 
air conditioner, because, then you are not 
bringing pollen in from outside. 

• Beware of fruit. Because the proteins are 
similar, your body can mistake fruit for pollen 
and create some mild local reactions. I tell 
those who are allergic to trees to avoid apples, 
peaches and pears. I tell those with an allergy 
to grass to avoid melons, celery and kiwis, 
because, they can trigger an itchy mouth and 
throat. Eating an apple is not going to kill 
anyone, but people will get itchy mouths and 
they will be constantly clearing the back of 
their throat.

Reader's Recipes 


Calico Beans 

Donna Marcum, Irvine, Kentucky 

1/2 lb. bacon 
1 lb. ground beef 
1 chopped onion 
1 15 ounce can of lima beans 
115 ounce can of kidney beans 
115 ounce can of pork and beans 
1 tablespoon dried mustard 
1/2 cup brown sugar 
salt & pepper 

Cook bacon in a large skillet over medium 
heat. Drain and crumble then set aside. 
Crumble ground beef in skillet and cook two 
minutes. Mix in onion, continue to saute, 
until brown and onion is golden brown. 
Drain grease. Using a four quart casserole 
dish mix in all other ingredients. Cover and 
bake at 350 degrees for 45 minutes until 
bubbly. 

Broccoli Casserole 

Delma Sue Combs, Manitou Springs, CO 

(2) 10 oz pkg frozen chopped broccoli 
1/2 lb. Velveta cheese (diced) 

Salt to taste 
1 stick of butter 

1 pkg of Ritz crackers (finely crushed) 

Cook broccoli according to package 
directions, drain. Put broccoli back into pan 
and add cheese and 1/2 of the butter. Stir 
until well blended then put into a casserolee 
dish. Melt the remaining 1/2 stick of butter 
and mix with Ritz cracker crumbs. Top the 


casserole with the crumb mixture. Bake at 
350 degrees for 25-30 minutes. Serve about 
eight. 

Black Walnut Pie 

Delma Sue Combs, Manitou Springs, CO 
3 whole eggs 

1/2 cup of black walnuts (English walnut do 
not work) 

1 cup white sugar 

1 cup of crushed graham crackers 

Lightly beat the eggs and gradually add the 
sugar taking care not to beat air into the egg 
mixture. Combine the graham crackers and 
walnuts then fold into the egg mixture. Bake 
in a greased 9 inch pie pan at 350 degrees for 
30 minutes. This makes its own crust. Serve 
with whipped cream or cool whip. Serves six. 

Pecan Pie 

(makes 2 pies) 

2 nine inch frozen pie crusts 
1 stick of butter melted 

1 pound box of light brown sugar 

1 cup of pecans per pie 
6 eggs 

2 Tbps, of vanilla 
dash of salt 

Melt butter and add gradually to beaten eggs. 
Mix all other ingredients and add to egg 
mixture. Divide mixture between the two pie 
shells. Bake at 325 degrees for 40-45 minutes 
or until pies rise up in the middle. (Recipe 
may be halved for one pie). (We like this pie 
better than the pecan pie recipe that has that 
a syrupy bottom) 



Make your 
yard sale a success 


Spring is a time when many people give 
their house a thorough cleaning. During 
this cleaning ritual, you may find that you’ve 
accumulated way too much stuff. A yard sale 
is a perfect way to remove household clutter 
and make some extra money. 

Having a yard sale does not necessarily 
mean it will be a success. Careful planning 
and preparation beforehand can help you 
have the most successful yard sale possible. 

Planning ahead is essential and should be 
done well in advance of the yard sale date. 
Start by sorting through your unwanted items. 
Make sure the items you plan on selling are 
gently used, no broken or missing parts, and 
void of stains, missing buttons or broken 
zippers. Organize similar items together. This 
can help you with pricing later. 

You may also want to check with your local 
government to determine if they have any 
regulations about the number of yard sales 
you can have during a year or if they require a 
permit. This information is usually available 
on local government websites. 

Location is an important key to a successful 
yard sale, as your customers may not want 
to travel far distances. If you have a family 
member or friend who lives near a main 
thoroughfare, subdivision or other desirable 
location, you may ask them if they would 
like to have a multi-family yard sale at their 
location. Another option is to talk with your 
neighbors about having neighborhood-wide 
yard sale. 

When you price your items, make sure 
your asking price is reasonable for the piece 
and its condition. You may want to visit a 
few yard sales around the neighborhood 
beforehand to see the prices for similar items. 
You can purchase yard sale price stickers at 
many grocery stores or make your own with 
masking tape and a marker. When setting 


your prices, remember that your customers 
may like to negotiate so you should be willing 
to be flexible. 

Timing is very important to the success 
of yard sales. Friday and Saturday are very 
popular days for yard sales. People usually 
have more disposable income at the first of 
the month compared to the end of the month. 
Many yard sales are also planned to coincide 
with local festivals. Many customers like to 
get out early to get the best deals, so plan on 
starting your yard sale by at least 8 a.m., but be 
aware that some people may be at your door 
earlier. 

Advertise your event. Check with your 
local newspaper about the price and deadlines 
for classified advertisement. If it’s not too 
expensive, newspapers are a great way to get 
the word out to others in your community. 
You can also promote your yard sale to your 
friends on social media or by giving flyers 
at groups to which you belong or that might 
have a special interest in your sale, such as 
young mothers if you have children’s clothes 
or a book club if you have lots of gently used 
books. 

Don’t try to run a yard sale alone. Have at 
least one friend or family member help you 
keep an eye on your items, and never leave the 
cash box unattended.

Encouraging word: An Important Ideal

An anonymous individual wrote, 
“You can fool some of the people 
some of the time, but you can’t 
fool mom.” Moms seem to have 
eyes that see in every direction, 
and they seem to know everything. 
Just after my eighth birthday, my 
mother died at a very young age. 
I don’t remember a lot about her, 


but I do remember some things 
very well. To the best of her ability, 
she tried to instill within me high 
moral principles, for she wanted me 
to grow up knowing what the right 
thing to do was in any situation 
I would face in life. Many times 
during those early years, when I 
acted a certain way, she would say 
to me, “Your conscience is hurting 
you, isn’t it? You know better than 
that.” When I heard those words, I 
knew I had done something wrong, 
and I knew something else: I knew 
that my mother knew what I had 
done. 

There are several ways to define 
conscience, but two are important. 
One is: “Conscience is intense 
thoughts or feelings,” and the second 
one is: “Conscience is a knowledge 
or sense of right and wrong, with 
a compulsion to do right; it is 
moral judgment that opposes the 


violation of a previously recognized 
ethical principle that leads to 
feelings of guilt if one violates such 
a principle.” 

Our conscience, shaped in our 
early years by those who nurture 
us, is the moral compass that guides 
us through all of the experiences 
we encounter along the road of 
life. We may have knowledge to 
do many things, but as Ben F. 
Lehmberg wrote, “Knowledge 
alone is not sufficient.” In everyday 
life, intelligent individuals do evil 
things. So, Lehmberg went on to 
say, “Knowledge which is divorced 
from conscience becomes a curse, a 
danger, a dagger held at the heart 
of civilization.” For almost two 
thousand years, an important ideal 
has been kept before us: “strive 
always to keep (the) conscience 
clear.”
